NEXT MEETING 


The next monthly meeting of the RARS will be held Wed- 
nesday evening, March 1 at 7:30 PM. Continuing with the 
electronic classes now being held, Bob Corns, K4MC, will 
explain the operation of the National Traffic System. The 
program will be held first followed by the business portion. 


The meeting will beheld at the Civil Defense Headquarters, 
in the basement of the N.C, State Government Administration 
Building, 116 West Jones Street. Ample parking is available 
at the rear of the building. Please enter thru the back door. 
Everyone interested in amateur radio is invited. 


The new chief of the FCC's Amateur and Citizens Division, 
A. Prose Walker, W4BW, had a lot to say at SAROC in Las 
Vagas. He covered the FM repeater docket, the phone band 
expansion, illegal transmitter power, mail order license and 
other subjects. 


On the repeater docket, he is against assigning channels for 
repeaters. It would be a first for amateur radio. As far as 
the phone band expansion is concerned, it looks dark for the 
phone operators. There might be alittle expansion of the 75 
meter band, but as usual the United Statesis afraid of offend- 
ing foreign nations in hope of not losing votes. So the higher 
bands will probably stay as they are. (Why is it that other 
nations could care less about offending the U.S, ?) 


Walker is upset over the few amateurs that use over the one 
KW maximum transmitter power allowed by law. He did not 
threat, but promised that the FCC will "clean up the bands 
of the power hogs". Those big tubes such as the 4-1000A's 
should never be allowed onthe amateur bands. "Power hogs" 
give amateur radio a bad name andwe do NOT need them. 


The FCCis stepping up its program of re-examinations of Con- 
ditional and Technician class licensees. Only about 10% 
are passing the FCC supervised exams. Walker wants the Con- 
ditional license to be called "Provisional" license and be 
good for a term of 2 or 3 years. The license would expire if 
the holder did not have a good reason for not showing up for 
an FCC supervised exam. He also proposed that the Condi- 
tional license would expire if the holder moved to an area 
less than 175 miles from an FCC examination point and did 
not take an FCC supervised exam within 90 days. 


For the amateurs that hold an FCC supervised license, it might 
not beabed of roses. At renewal time, the amateur certifies 
on FCC Form 610, line 5G, that the code speed requirements 
and minimum operating time have been met. Walker stated 
that it "carries all forces of law ofan affidavit." Instructions 
have already gone out to sample renewals. They will be told 
to send theirlogs to Washington to be examined to see if they 
have met the operating time requirements. That should either 
cause more crowded bands or a lot of licenses to lapse! 


Walker is in favor of call signs being tied to the class of 
license held. He wants to see more use of VHF/UHF bands. 
Numbers of amateurs are now: Novice 23,000; Technician 
(non- FCC supervised) 51,000; Technician (FCC supervised) 
2,500; Conditional 32,000; General 94,000; Advanced 
60,000 and Extra 13,000. 


Walker covered several other subjects relating to amateur 
radio. He has strong views and his presense may be felt for 
years to come.
